An -inquiry Into the death of Liu 
Ying, 33, married woman, who died 
at the Queen Mary Hospital on June 
5, was heard before Mr, T, J, Houston 
nt the Central Magistracy yesterday, 


“A ‘Sury comprising Messrs. G. J, P. 
Carey (Foreman), A. J. Ablong, and 
E, Ernest Low asalsted the Coroner. 


Dr, P, R. T. Naidu, Medical Officer 
of the Queen. Mary Hospital, said 
that on June 4 Liu was admitted to 
the hospital suffering from internal 
haemorrhage, She died twg hours 
late,, On performing a post-mortem 
on June 5, Dr. Naldu sald he found 
no signs of internal diseases, nor 
were there external Injuries, Liu 
awas fat and very anaemic, In the 
abdomen was ‘nw quantity of free 
blood, which came from two ruptures 
In the uterus, 


On being asked by .Mr, Houston, 
Dr. Nalduo described Instruments 
necessary to perform an abortion, 
and siid the injuries might have been 
caused by such Instruments. In the 
absence of external Injuries the rup- 
tures could not have been caused by 
the woman falling. The cause of 
death was Internal haemorrhnge, 


“Yip Kam, husband of Liv, sald o 
few days before he had’ taken his 
wife to the Queen Mury. Hospltal 
after she had complained of pains Jn 
her abdomen, About a fortnight 
before she entered the hospital she 
had been consulting Chinese doctors. 
Yip snid he did nat see these doctors 
cas he had to go to work, but his wife

When asked by 
Mr. Houston .what prescription he 
had given, Won sald it was introduc- 
ton’ to other medicines, After feel 
tny her pulse he decided she was

Mr. Houston ‘said there was no 
doubt that Liu had died of internal 
“haemorrhage and that if the Jury

Famed: Musical 
Director 


‘ London, July 20, 

The death has occurred of Sir Dan 
Godfrey, well-known musiclan and 
Musical Director of the Bournemouth 
Corporation —Reuler Bulletin, 

Dan Godfrey, . who was bern in 
London in June, 1860, came of a 
family nssociated. with British musie 
for generations, His grandfather, his 
father ond two uncles were bund- 
masters of Guards reximents. 

Educated In London and. Germany, 
he entered the Royal College of 
Music $n 1884, studying the clarinet 
under Lazarus and fiarmony with A. 
Caldicott, He was also thught by his 
father and by J. Hartmann, an expert 
In military band orchestration. [n 
1690 he pained the bandraastership 


‘diploma of the Royal Academy. of {* 


Music and win appointed conductor 
of the London Military Band and of 
the Corps of Commissionaries, 

In WOL he toured South ‘Afrle 
musleal director of the Standard 
Opera Co. and got a post as condue- 
tor of the Globe Theatre, Johannes- 
burg. Returning to England, he pro- 
vided the orchestra for “Venice in 
London" in 1892, and. was musical 

adviser to Olympia, Ltd, dn 1803. 
“dts fe work, however, wan done 
at Bournemouth, He contracted with 


the. Corporation to supply n band of |. 


31 for summer and wint ‘oncerts in 

1893 and next year w. appointed 
resident musical director, In 1896 
the Municipality took over the con- 
trol of-musie and Godfrey's band was 
converted into. the Bournemouth 
Municipat, Orchestra,’ the first of ita 
kind in England. His reputation |y 
based mainly on the high standard of 
his symphony concerts, which, with 
more popular performances, he ran 
for about 30 consecutive seasons, 
During that period he gave in. the 
winter nearly 5,000 works, including 
about 1,500 ‘by British composers, a 
large number being first perform- 
ances. 

His) most ambitious undertaking 
was the Easter Festival in 1922, when 
a series of high class concerts resulted 
in a stb: tal prot. In the same 
year he was knighted, He controlled 
an unnual expenditure of £30,000 
and the repertory of his orchestra 
contained practically every classical 
symphony, overture and concerto, us 
well ns n represchtative selection of 
modern works. Widely known as a 
lecturer on musie, he was on acknow- 
ledged authority on milltary band 
transcription, His consistent sup.

It wasn't too late to go back to the 
mandite and to encourage Arabs and 
Jews to co-operate as ‘they did 
hitherto, Maybe some form of 
federation was possible, where Arab 
fear of domination could be complcte- 
ly liquidated, and where the Jews 
might have further opportunities.

Director 


: London, July 20. 

The death hns occurred of Sir Dan 
Godfrey, well-known musicion and 
Musical Director of the Bournemouth 
Corporation.—Reuler Bulletin, ‘ 

Dan Godfrey, who wis born in 
London In June, 1808,. came ofa 
family associated with British music 
for gencrations. His grandfather, hls 
father and two uncles were band- 
masters of Guards regiments, 

Educated in London and Germany, 
he entered the Royal College of 
Music In 1884, studying the clarinet 
under Lazarus and harmony with A. 
Caldicott, He was also taught by his 
father ond by J, Hartmann, an expert 
Ino military band, orchestration. In 
190 he gained the bandmastership 
diploma of .the Royal Academy of 
Music and was appointed conductor 
of the London Military Band and of 
the Corps of Commissionaries, 

In 1801 he toured South Africa as 
musical director of the “Standard 
Opern Co, and gut a post as conduc. 
tor of the Globe Theatre, Johannes- 
burg. Heturning to England, he pro- 
vided the orchestra for “Venice tn 
London" in 1892, and was musical 
adviser to Olympla, Ltd, In 1893. 

His life work, however, was done 
at Bournemouth, He contracted with 
the Corporation to supply ‘a band of 
31 for Kummer and winter concerts in 
1893 and next year was appointed 
resident mustenl director, In 1896 
the Municipality took over the con- 
trol of musle and Godfrey's band was 

‘converted into the © Bournemouth 
Muntelpal Orchestra, the first of its 
kind in England. His reputation is 
based mainly on the high standard of 

ymphony concerts, which, with 
more popular performances, he ran 
for about 30 consecutive sensons, 
During that period he pave in. the 
Winter nearly 5,000 works, including 
about 1,500 by Uritish composers, a 

‘large number being thest perform- 
nnces, + 

His most ambitious undertaldng 

the Easter Festival In 1922, when 

sof high class concerts resulted 
ubstantial profit. In the same 

yeur he was Ienlghted. He controlled 
an annual expenditure of £30,000 
und the repertory of his orchestra 
contained practically wvery classical 
symphony, overturd and concerto, as 
Well as a representative selection of 
modern works, Widely known as a 

+ lecturer on musie, he wns an acknoWwe 
ledged nuthorlty on military band 
transcription, His -consistent sup- 
port of British composers was again 
recognised in 1924 by his election as 
an Honorary Fellow of the Royal 
College of Music, : . 

Godfrey was the only British con- 
ductor at the Wagner Festival In 
Berlin in 1904.

Chinese reports say that the 14th 
Dalai Lama, Political Ponti of Tibet, 
who Is a five year old “relncarnation" 
of his predecessor, left Tacrssu City, 
in the pasture lands of Chinghal, on 
July 13 for Lhassa, the ‘ capital of 
the “Hermit Kingdom.” 


The report says that the Dalai 
Lama is being escorted by Ma Yuan- 
ho} and a special commission of 
Chinese Government and Tibetan 

3. The five year old youth 
bosscases piercing cyes, o quiet dis- 
position and a dignified face. It is 
sald that when he received Chinese 
reporters they wero all surprised that 
he could mix among strangers for an 
hour without losing his polse and 
noivete. It-was safd that “not once 

did his voice falter, or did he seem 

to be nervous or uncasy,”" 

Reports state that prior to his 
death, the 13th Dalai Lama instruct- 
ed the Lhassa priests to #O to a lake

Resumed Next Easter 


CCORDING to a Reuter cable, 

published yesterday, the first 
game between the French Rugby 
Hederutlon and British ‘clubs since 
relations were broken off in 1031 
wHl be played next year agalnst 
Wohles on Fuster Monday in Paris, 
Therein tics a story, The Inter- 
national Rugby Tournament in -Bri- 
taln was not always quite the insu- 
lur matter that it is now. The 
National Fifteen of France used to 
purticipate’as well. But in France 
the gamd went off along what 
the British. ‘authorities felt “to 
be the wrong “lines, and eight 
years ogo all contact between 
the British and French sides was 
forbidden until such time os the 
Frenchmen should be considered to 
have put their house in order. Most 
tugger folk in Britain were anxious 
to have French players participating 
once again because fhe French, be- 
anne In oe role.of feornets, ae 
velo so I »that,- before 
their exit, they ak eceded in 
defeating: all four of: the countries 
that had taught them the game.

A Jury comprising Messrs, Q. J, P. 
Carey (Foreman), A. J. Ablong, and 
E, Ernest Low assisted the Coroner. 

Dr, P, R. T, Naidu, Medical OMcer 
of the Queen Mary Hospital, sald 
that on June 4 Liu was admitted to 
the hospital sufferlng from internal 
haemorrhage. She died two! hours 
late. On performing o post-mortem 
on June 5, Dr. Nojdu said he found 
no signs of internal diseases, nor 
were there. external injuries.” Liu 
was fat and very ansemi{c. In the 
abdomen was a quantity of free 
blood, which came from two ruptures 
in the uterus. 


Dr, Naidu. described Instruments 
necessary to perform -an_ abortion, 
and said the {njurics might have been 


caused by such Instruments. -In the | 


absence of external injuries the rup- 
tures could not have been caused by 
the woman falling. The causo of 
death was internal hacmorthoge. . 

Yip Kam, husband of Llu, said a 
few days ‘before he had taken. his 
wife to the Queen Mary Hospital 
after she had complained of pains In 
her abdomen.

Yip said he did not sce these doctors 
as he had to go to work, but his wife 
had told him that she had consulted 
them and that the: 

Yip -snid that pfter his 
wife's death his son told him that she 
had had o fall, 

The son, Yip Kwokeman, 13, sald 
some time before Lit: entered hospltal 
she had been consulting’ a few 
Chinese’ doctors and on all these 
occasions he had accompanied her. 
The doctors only felt her pulse. She 
told him once that she had fallen but 
he had not scen the accident. 

Wan Choy-man one of the doctors 
who Llu had consulted, safd she came 
to him complaining of pains in her 
stomach and fever, When asked by 
Mr. Houston what’prescription he 
had given, Wan said it was introduc- 
tion to other, medicines, After fecl- 
Ing her pulse he decided she was 
pregnant. : . ‘ 

Lau Hon-ping and Lal Fung-leung, 
doctors, gave evidence of a similar 
nature, a 

Mr. Houston said there was no 
doubt. that Liu had died of internal 
hhoemorrhage and that jf the Jury 
were satisfied that death was due to 
an illegal operation they -. should 
bring In a verdict to this effect. On 
the other hand tf they found that the 
evidence was not strong cnough to 
reach such a verdict,. they should 
return the finding that Liu had died 
of internal hacmorrhage from causcs 
unknown, ‘ 

After retiring for 10 mlnutes, the 
Jury returned a verdict of death as 
the result of internal haemorrhage 
cause by an illegal operation per-

A NUMBER of Conservative 
and National Liberal members

The group, which is headed by Mr. 
S. Liddal, originally consisted of eight 
Conservative M.P Js, who were Joined 
to-day -by two Natlonal Liberal 
Members, Mr, Liddal has announced 
that only such members of the Com- 
mons would be admitted to the group 
who would accept  Chamberiain’s 
leadership without questloning, and 
who would pledge themselves to sup- 
port the Prime ‘Minister and his 
policy unconditionally.
